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OF 

THE  AVON  HOME. 


The  Trustees  of  The  Avon  Home  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  its  twentieth  year  with  renewed  hope  and 
gratitude. 

The  past  year  has  confirmed  their  belief  in  the  neces¬ 
sity  for  their  work  in  the  city  of  Cambridge,  and  that  each 
year’s  experience  adds  to  their  power  of  wisely  helping 
the  little  children  for  whose  good  the  Home  has  been 
founded.  We  have  had  no  death  in  the  Home  since  our 
last  report.  There  have  been  many  cases  of  the  diseases 
incident  to  childhood,  without  one  fatal  result.  One 
severe  case  of  scarlet  fever  was  treated  at  the  Cambridge 
Hospital,  and  the  child  returned  to  us  in  good  health, 
without  exposure  to  the  other  children. 

We  have  at  present  our  full  number,  forty  children, 
under  our  care.  Most  of  them  are  very  young,  not  old 
enough  for  any  school  but  the  Kindergarten,  and  of 
course  not  able  to  be  exposed  to  stormy  weather.  We 
hope,  at  some  not  very  distant  day,  to  have  the  means  of 
employing  a  young  woman  to  teach  them  under  the 
shelter  of  our  own  roof,  but  we  are  not  rich  enough  at 
present. 

We  have  received  eighteen  children  into  the  Home  in 
the  course  of  the  last  year.  Twelve  have  left  us.  Two 
of  these,  boys  too  old  for  our  care,  have  been  sent  to 
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the  Liversidge  Institute  of  Industry  at  Mattapan,  one  to 
the  Massachusetts  School  for  the  Feeble-Minded,  one 
waiting  with  his  mother  for  a  vacancy  at  the  same  school, 
and  eight  have  been  taken  by  their  parents ;  the  remainder 
of  the  forty  have  been  left  in  our  care  since  last  year. 

The  Conference  of  Charities  just  closed  at  Newton 
strongly  advise  placing  children  in  families  instead  of  in 
institutions,  but  as  we  take  our  children  in  great  emer¬ 
gencies,  when  the  father  has  deserted  his  family,  and  the 
mother  must  find  a  refuge  for  her  little  children  while  she 
finds  work  away  from  home,  we  must  go  on  in  the  old 
methods.  We  have  few  homes  offered  for  the  adoption 
of  children,  and  almost  no  mother  willing  to  surrender 
her  child,  even  when  a  good  home  is  offered. 

Two  of  the  Trustees  have  visited  and  inquired  into  the 
welfare  of  six  children  who  have  been  taken  as  members 
of  farmers’  families  in  New  Hampshire,  and  report  them 
in  good  condition,  and  apparently  saved  from  the  evil 
which  threatened  their  young  lives. 

We  have,  as  in  former  years,  received  much  kindness. 
Our  physicians  give  us  skilful  and  constant  care.  The 
clubs  provide  us  with  clothing  of  value ;  and  private 
families  send  us  toys,  and  sometimes  luxuries  which  we 
could  not  afford  to  buy. 

Our  Matron  and  Assistant  Matron  are  full  of  interest 
in  their  work,  and  give  us  great  satisfaction ;  and  we 
have  no  cause  to  complain  of  our  present  staff  of  em¬ 
ployees,  some  of  whom  have  had  hard  duty  during  the 
past  year. 

Our  Christmas  tree  in  the  play-room  was  charming. 
A  little  band  of  girls  called  “Willing  Helpers”  gave  us 
not  only  willing  but  efficient  service,  and  Miss  Manson’s 
Kindergarten  brought  beautiful  and  useful  presents  for 
their  Christmas  offering. 

A  few  days  after  Christmas,  all  the  children  were  invited 
by  the  Sunday-school  of  the  Third  Congregational  Society. 
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A  little  play,  refreshments,  and  the  distribution  of  gifts 
formed  the  entertainment,  and  made  the  occasion  a  happy 
one  for  both  givers  and  receivers.  The  children  share  also 
in  the  Christmas  enjoyment  at  the  St.  John  Memorial 
Chapel. 

Mr.  E.  Burt  Phillips,  a  generous  donor  to  the  Home  on 
former  occasions,  gave  all  the  children  a  fine  sleigh-ride 
on  a  sunny  morning  of  the  winter,  bringing  them  all  home 
in  safety  after  an  extended  drive. 

Mr.  Mandell,  who  never  forgets  us,  celebrated  his 
golden  wedding  by  giving  our  children  a  delightful  drive 
in  the  pleasant  weather.  He  was  accompanied  by  his 
neighbors,  Messrs.  Macomb,  Niles,  Estabrook,  and  Fobes, 
who  all  gave  the  use  of  their  carriages,  thus  enabling  him 
to  include  all  the  inmates  of  the  Home  in  the  lovely 
excursion  to  the  neighboring  towns. 

We  have  been  notified  that  Mr.  Henry  R.  Glover  has 
left  us  a  legacy  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  we  have 
received  a  gift  from  Mr.  Francis  C.  Foster  of  one 
thousand  dollars,  both  of  which  will  be  most  welcome 
additions  to  our  permanent  fund.  All  these  marks  of 
sympathy  and  generous  gifts  inspire  us  with  new  courage. 

Our  reception  and  sale  were  not  so  successful  as  usual. 
On  account  of  severe  illness  in  the  Home  it  was  held  in 
the  vestry  of  one  of  the  churches,  and  as  it  proved  a 
stormy  day  very  few  people  were  present.  We  supple¬ 
mented  with  a  little  sale  at  the  Home  last  month,  but  the 
whole  amount  was  less  than  we  might  have  expected  if 
circumstances  had  been  favorable.  We  hope  for  a  better 
result  on  the  next  May-day. 

Since  our  last  report  we  have  lost  from  our  Board  of 
Trustees  two  most  respected  friends  and  allies.  Mr. 
Sumner  Albee  was  a  valuable  counsellor,  a  sympathetic 
and  true  friend.  His  legal  advice  was  always  a  great 
dependence  in  our  perplexities,  and  a  man  of  such  sterling 
worth  and  excellent  judgment  proved  a  great  addition  to 
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our  force.  We  cannot  cease  to  miss  him  and  to  mourn 
for  him. 

The  sadness  of  our  year  has  been  shared  by  so  many 
charitable  and  literary  institutions  that  we  can  only 
mingle  our  grief  with  theirs  and  sympathize  with  the 
whole  community  in  expressing  our  sense  of  irreparable 
loss  at  the  death  of  our  beloved  President,  Dr.  A.  P. 
Peabody.  The  Resolutions  passed  at  the  meeting  of  our 
Board  immediately  after  his  death,  were  sent  to  his 
family,  and  placed  on  the  Records  of  the  Home. 

We  send  with  our  Report  Dr.  Peabody’s  last  words  in 
aid  of  the  Home.  His  appeal  is  still  more  urgent  now 
than  when  it  was  written.  In  this  time  of  financial  distress, 
when  so  many  people  are  out  of  employment,  we  shall 
have  constant  demands  upon  this  form  of  charity.  We 
ask  with  confidence  pecuniary  aid  from  those  who  love 
little  children,  and  who  believe  in  the  wisdom  of  Dr. 
Channing’s  thought,  that  — 

“  He  who  rears  up  one  child  in  Christian,  virtue,  or 
recovers  one  fellow-creature  to  God,  builds  a  temple  more 
precious  than  Solomon’s  or  .St.  Peter’s,  more  enduring 
than  earth  or  heaven.”

His  childlike  simplicity  and  sincerity  and  his  purity  of  heart 
have  endeared  him  to  all  the  friends  who  were  associated  with 
him  in  works  of  charity ;  and  they  feel  that,  like  the  little  children 
whom  Jesus  blessed,  “  Of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  Heaven.”

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  AVON  HOME. 


Article  I. 

Name.  —  The  name  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  “  The 
Avon  Home.”  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  a  Home  for 
Children  found  destitute  within  the  limits  of  Cambridge. 

Article  II. 

Membership.  —  The  members  of  this  Corporation  shall  be 
seventeen  in  number,  to  be  called  Trustees.  Vacancies  shall 
be  caused  by  death,  resignation,  or  by  failure  to  attend  for 
twelve  consecutive  months  some  meeting  of  the  Corporation, 
without  excuse  satisfactory  to  the  Trustees.  When  such  failure 
occurs,  the  Trustees  shall  by  vote  record  the  fact,  and  declare 
the  membership  vacant.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  unani¬ 
mous  vote  of  the  remaining  Trustees.  This  article  of  the  By- 
Laws  shall  not  be  altered,  except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Trustees. 

Article  III. 

Officers.  —  The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  a  Presi¬ 
dent,  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  Clerk,  and  two  Auditors,  to  be 
chosen  by  ballot  from  the  Trustees'at  the  annual  meeting,  or  at 
some  adjournment  thereof,  and  to  hold  office  for  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  They  shall 
severally  perform  the  customary  duties  of  such  officers  ;  and  the 
President,  or  a  committee  previously  appointed  for  the  purpose, 
and  Treasurer  shall  report  at  the  annual  meeting.  The  accounts 
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of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  audited  at  least  once  every  year.  The 
*  Trustees  may,  from  time  to  time,  appoint  committees  to  aid  in 
the  transaction  of  business. 

At  the  annual  meeting  the  Trustees  shall  elect,  to  serve  till 
the  next  annual  meeting,  a  Board  of  Advisers,  to  consist  of 
five  or  more  persons,  not  Trustees,  who  may  be  called  upon  to 
consult  and  advise  with  the  Trustees,  and  may  be  requested  to 
meet  with  any  of  their  committees  or  to  assist  in  their  work. 

Article  IV. 

Meetings.  —  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  be 
held  at  The  Avon  Home  on  the  second  Friday  in  November,  at 
such  hour  as  the  Trustees  may  appoint.  Regular  meetings  shall 
be  held  every  month  at  some  convenient  place.  Special  meet¬ 
ings  may  be  called  by  the  President  or  any  two  Trustees,  upon 
two  days’  notice,  to  be  given  by  the  Clerk.  Nine  Trustees  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  at  the  annual  meeting,  and  seven  Trustees 
at  any  regular  or  special  meeting. 

Article  V. 

Seal.  —  The  seal  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  circular  in  form, 
with  the  inscription,  “The  Avon  Home,  Cambridge,  1874,” 
and  shall  be  kept  by  the  Clerk.

Article  VI. 

Amendments .  —  These  By-Laws,  with  the  exception  of  Ar¬ 
ticle  II.,  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  Trustees 
at  any  annual  meeting,  or  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Trus¬ 
tees  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting,  provided  that  a  notice  of 
the  proposed  amendment  has  been  inserted  in  the  call  for  such 
meeting. 


RULES  OF  THE  AVON  HOME. 


I.  In  admitting  destitute  children  to  the  Home,  preference 
shall  be  given  in  the  following  order  :  First,  to  orphans  and 
foundlings  ;  Secondly ,  to  those  whose  parents  or  guardians  surren¬ 
der  them  to  the  Corporation  for  the  purpose  of  adoption,  or 
during  minority  ;  and  Thirdly ,  to  those  not  so  surrendered. 

Boys  over  seven  and  girls  over  twelve  years  of  age  shall  not 
be  admitted  to  the  Home  ;  and,  in  general,  boys  over  nine  and 
girls  over  thirteen  shall  not  remain  at  the  Home. 

Any  child  admitted  to  the  Home  temporarily,  without  the 
parent  or  guardian  giving  up  the  child  to  the  Corporation,  in 
writing,  for  the  purpose  of  adoption  or  during  minority,  shall  be 
admitted  for  a  definite  time  only  ;  and  at  the  end  of  that  time, 
if  the  same  reasons  continue  to  exist,  the  Trustees  may  re-admit 
the  child  for  a  further  definite  time,  unless  the  child  is  given  up 
as  above  stated ;  provided  that,  before  such  second  admission, 
the  parent  or  guardian  shall  sign  a  paper  giving  up  the  child  to 
the  Corporation  for  adoption,  unless  removed  within  six  months 
after  the  end  of  the  designated  period  of  re-admission. 

II.  Except  in  cases  of  urgent  necessity,  no  child  shall  be 
admitted  to  the  Home  without  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  two 
members  of  the  Committee  on  Admission,  or  should  there  not 
be  two  members  in  the  city,  of  any  three  Trustees,  and  a  certifi¬ 
cate  of  examination  from  the  Visiting  Physician.  The  action  of 
the  Committee  on  Admission  shall  be  reported  to  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  for  approval  at  its  next  regular  meeting,  accompanied  by  a 
brief  statement  of  the  circumstances. 
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III.  Every  child  must  be  vaccinated  before  entering  the  Home, 
unless  specially  excused  by  the  Committee  on  Admission. 

IV.  No  child  shall  be  allowed,  except  in  an  emergency,  to  be 
out  of  the  Home  after  7  P.  M.,  without  a  special  written  permit 
from  one  of  the  Committee  on  Admission  and  the  consent  of  the 
Matron,  previously  obtained. 

V.  All  the  children  shall  attend  the  same  Protestant  church 
and  Sunday  school,  unless  specially  excused  by  vote  of  the 
Corporation. 

VI.  In  case  of  death,  no  child  shall  be  taken  from  the  Home 
for  burial  without  a  religious  service  being  held  at  the  Home, 
except  with  the  consent  of  one  of  the  Committee  on  Admission, 
who  fully  understands  the  reasons  for  removal. 

VII.  The  parents  and  relatives  of  the  children  shall  be  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  Home  on  Thursdays,  also  on  first  Sunday  of 
each  month,  from  3  to  5  P.  M.,  and  at  no  other  times,  except 
by  a  special  written  permit  from  one  of  the  Trustees.  The 
nursery  and  playroom  only  shall  be  open  to  the  parents  and 
relatives  of  the  children,  except  in  cases  of  sickness. 

Others  interested  in  the  Home  will  be  welcome  at  any  time. 

VIII.  The  Matron  and  Assistant  Matron  shall  not  be  absent 
from  the  Home  at  the  same  time. 

IX.  At  the  annual  meeting,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible, 
the  President  shall  appoint  the  Monthly  Visitors  for  the  ensuing 
year,  arranged  in  two  lists,  those  on  one  list  to  begin  visiting  on 
the  first  of  each  month,  and  those  on  the  other  list  to  begin  on 
the  fifteenth,  each  to  visit  the  Home  one  month.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Visitors,  during  their  term,  to  visit  the  Home  at 
least  twice  a  week,  and  at  various  hours  of  the  day,  some  of 
these  visits  to  be  on  the  visiting  days,  for  parents  to  examine 
all  parts  of  the  house  and  to  report  in  writing  at  the  regular 
meeting,  stating  the  number  of  children  at  the  Home,  and  the 
changes  that  have  occurred  since  the  last  meeting. 

X.  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Corporation,  to  be  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  President  at  the  annual  meeting,  shall  be  as 
follows  :  — 

1.  A  Committee  on  Admission,  who,  in  addition  to  the  duties 
mentioned  above,  shall  keep  a  register  containing  the  names, 
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ages,  and  birthplaces  of  the  children,  date  of  admission,  and  any 
other  information  obtained. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Adoption  and  Discharge,  who  shall  be 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  case  of  every  child  placed  in  the 
Home,  and  shall,  so  far  as  possible,  secure  permanent  homes 
elsewhere  for  those  given  up  to  the  Corporation.  They  shall 
also  continue  to  have  an  oversight  of  all  children  who  have  left 
the  Home,  but  have  not  returned  to  their  parents  or  immediate 
relatives. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Clothing,  who  shall  have  entire  charge  of 
all  clothing  that  goes  into  the  Home,  and  shall  attend  to  all 
cutting  done  there.  Every  gift  of  clothing  of  any  kind,  if  sent 
first  to  the  Home,  must  be  laid  aside  by  the  Matron,  and  not 
used  till  examined  by  one  of  the  committee.  Every  gift  of 
goods  or  money  for  clothing  is  to  go  to  the  chairman  of  the 
committee. 

4.  A  Committee  on  Provisions  and  House  Supplies,  who  shall 
have  entire  charge  of  that  department.  All  bills  for  such 
supplies,  after  approval  by  one  of  the  committee,  are  to  be  paid 
monthly. 

5.  A  Committee  on  Repairs,  who  shall  attend  promptly  to  all 
necessary  repairs,  when  the  amount  to  be  expended  does  not 
exceed  fifty  dollars ;  an  amount  exceeding  that  sum  must  not 
be  expended  without  previously  obtaining  the  consent  of  the 
Corporation. 

6.  A  Committee  on  Investments,  who  shall  advise  with  the 
Treasurer  in  regard  to  the  investment  of  the  permanent  and 
other  funds. 

The  chairman  of  each  committee  shall  present  at  the  annual 
meeting  a  full  report,  in  writing,  of  the  work  of  the  committee 
for  the  preceding  year. 
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An  Appeal  for  the  Avon  Home. 


Editor  Cambridge  Tribune'.  I  beg  leave 
through  your  paper  to  make  a  brief  statement 
of  the  condition  and  needs  of  the  Avon  Home. 
The  institution  has  now  under  its  charge  thirty- 
seven  orphan  or  destitute  children,  twenty-five 
having  been  the  largest  number  that  could  be 
well  cared  for  in  our  former  building.  These 
children  are  not  only  under  the  wise  and  kind 
guardianship  of  a  competent  matron  and  a  well 
qualified  assistant  matron,  but  their  well-being 
is  constantly  cared  for  by  the  ladies  on  the 
board  of  trustees,  who  give  the  most  diligent 
attention  to  all  the  affairs  of  the  Home,  and 
never  leave  it  unvisited  for  a  single  week.  Our 
invested  funds  yield  about  $2000  per  annum. 
Our  annual  expenses  do  not  fall  short  of 
$4,800.  Thus  a  balance  of  $2,800  must  be 
provided  for.  The  present  list  of  annual  sub¬ 
scribers  for  from  one  dollar  upward  gives  us 
but  $716,  leaving  a  large  amount  to  be  made 
up  by  special  donations  and  the  May-day  sale. 
It  is  our  wish  so  to  increase  our  annual  sub¬ 
scriptions  that  they  may  nearly  or  quite  meet 
such  portion  of  our  expenses  as  our  funds  will 
not  defray.  A  city  so  large  as  ours  certainly 
ought  to  sustain  by  regular  contribution  a 
charity  of  so  essential  importance,  especially  as 
ours  is  the  only  institution  of  its  kind  in  Cam¬ 
bridge,  while  with  our  increasing  population 
there  is  growing  need  of  provision  for  destitute 
children.  The  names  of  many  generous  givers 
are  not  seen  on  our  subscription  list.  We 
doubt  not  that  a  large  number  of  them  might 
lie  obtained  by  personal  solicitation;  but  we 
would  prefer  not  to  resort  to  this  method.  We 
would  ask  those  who  are  willing  to  subscribe  to 
our  funds  to  leave  their  names,  specifying  the 
amount  of  their  subscription,  with  any  member 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  whose  names  they 
will  find  below.
